Anti-nuke 
demo 
comes to 
Montréal

The antl-nuke folks respon- 
sible for the successful Ottawa 
nuclear demonstration are 
planning a repeat performance 
for Montreal on Saturday. 

The demonstration, sched- 
uled for 1:00 p.m. In Phillips 
Square, Is an attempt to "bring 
the protest' into everybody’s 
lives," said a Society' Against 
Nuclearism (SAN) organizer. 

"Everybody should bring as 
many noise-makers, bullhorns, 
placards and banners as they 
can. We want people to demon- 
strate, not Just hang around," 
he said. 

The demonstration begins 
with speaches by prominent 
Canadian anti-nuclear protest- 
ers and follows with music and 
information sessions. 

The SAN organizer, who 
refused to be Identified, said 
the group "had never come up 
against more problems than in 
this city." 

"We/ have been told we 
cannot put up posters and the 
city will not give us a permit for 
anything— speakers, music or 
pamphleteering." 

' SAN has sponsored ' antl- 
nuke rallies In Vancouver, 
Toronto and Ottawa to date and 
the organizer claimed many of 
the group members have been 
harassed by local authorities.

The former president of this university's now , 
defunct Humour Club laughs off his official "TV and 
Radio Critic" title. He is a true blue gossip. "That’s 
one of the reasons I'm giving those classes at the 
Saldye Bronfman (Sociology of Gossip and 
Everyone's a Critic). Gossip isn't pejorative ^t can 
be very constructive. Everybody does it— business- 
men talk about each other housewives too. People 
love to talk about each other." 

' But do the intimate details of someone’s personal 
life have to appear in the entertainment pages of the 
Gazette? "Do the sports pages?" he replies. "I write 
what people want to read. Celebrities love to see 
their names In print." The overall purpose of a 
gossip columnist is to "have a good time, and the 
subject matter Is always available." ' 

"People like Marlon Brando pretend to hate the 
rhedia but make no effort to go unnoticed. It's 
absolute bullshit. Instead of going to Thursday’s on 
a Saturday night, why don't they go to some 
restaurant In the suburbs? If they opt for the public 
life, they must make due. The $3.5 million Brando 
makes comes from the general public. All too often 
they become ungrateful after they’ve made It." 

. However, he does feel that the press can be a 
manipulative force. On the subject of Margaret 
Trudeau, Canada’s only real sellebrity : "People 
don’t understand her. She has been the most 
exploited individual since the Dionne quints. The , 
way that Mike Douglas treated her, asking her if she 
used drugs. She didn't know what she was saying’. 
At first she wanted the publicity, but then ...” 

If there ever was a Shnurmacher biography, 
MaggleTrudeau would have her own chapter. His 
respect and admiration for her goes beyond the pity 
he feels. Enough has been written about her to lay. 
the foundations for several other gossip careers. 
Although Shnurmacher Insists that Madame Zubie 
is made up, the similarities between her and 
Trudeau are hard to ignore. "Maybe she’s a figment 
of my Imagination. That's a big secret." Both are 
hopeless and naive Jet-setters. 

Actually, he says, he conceived Zubie in a fit of 
exhaustion, and ran heron his daily copy. "I started 
getting phone calls and fan mall asking what she - 
was doing on a Saturday night." Shè has since

"When I was here. The Dally was a left-wing 
political paper. If you didn't believe that a Mickey -

Thomas Schnurmacher, McGill class of '72, 
continues: "I wrote one four paragraph Maoist 
article which ran without a byline— I doubt you’d be 
able to find It now." The only campus publication he 
felt comfortable writing for was the Engineering 
Plastic Pot Review (an ancestor to our own 
prestigious Plumber's Pot) In which his first film 
reviews appeared amid the columns of sex and 
sâtiro» 

"The funny thing about It all," he says, "Is that the 
same clique that ran The Daily while I was here are 
now my bosses and co-workers at The Gazette." 

Shnurmacher has since gone on to bigger and 
better things. Including New York’s Alter Dark 
magazine, a stint on CHOM, and the late Montreal 
Star (he left three weeks before the fatal strike). 
Before that, he did PR work for "everyone from 
Hadassah to Mirabel Airport." 

It's no wonder, then, that Shnurmacher has a 
certain air of confidence about him : he Is the 
Gazette's prime asset, he Is one of Chatelaine' 
magazine's "100 People Who_Make Montreal Tick" 
(along with, among others, Patsy Gallant, whom, he 
refers to as a "non-entity") and, most Importantly, 
his casting calls and free publicity have contributed 






become a regular fixture in his Saturday column. 

In terms of popularity, Shnurmacher is 
Montreal’s King of GossIp.Hls only competition 
Michel GIrouard, is up and coming, having 
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doesn’t spread himself nearly as thin as 
Schnurmacher. "Sometimes he gets great 
information but then sometimes I do too. 

Sometimes Ted Blackman and I trade. His page 
three city column Is the closest thing to a gossip 
column.” All bits of social news are gathered in 
through secret contacts in Los Angeles, Toronto, 
New York, London and Montreal— both In the 
industry and out— often before It comes through on 
the teletype. ' ' 

Schnurmacher can be heard weekdays on CJAD . 
and seen Thursdays on Pulse reviewing restaurants. 
"I save Fridays for university blood drives," he said. 
Jokingly referring to his appearance at McGill's last 
week. 

What makes him such an expert? ‘Tm a consumer 
critic. I don’t talk down to my readers like those, 
condon-bleu chefs who rate food with one, two, 
three or four stars. I talk of places where people eat. 
People eat at the McGill Union cafeteria. I was far 
too kind; it’s gotten worse through the years.” 

"I’m doing everyone a favour. When you consider 
the price of, say, $20.00 tickets for the Peking Opera 
plus gas, parking, baby-sitters. . .’’ He compares his 
reviews to the case of the emperor’s new clothes. 
Implying that people will flock to see just about 
anything that is applauded by critics. 

While others prefer to concentrate on American 
talent, Schnurmacher takes pride in the Canadian 
content of his column. Canadian entertainment is 
"not In such a sad state. We have great talent like. . . 
Gordon Llghtfoot, but it’s hard to fill up a whole 
hour on TV with his only backup being those flimsy 
dancérs. 

"We have great production facilities, do good 
documentaries, good drama but for the life of us we 
can’t do comedy." 

Then, again, Montreal has never been a cultural 
desert^The nightlife here ranges from comedy clubs 
(Stitches, which Schnurmacher cites as 
"tremendous but sometimes dreadful," and has 
unfortunately closed down) to the finest discos In 
the world. “La Lolita in this city was the world’s 
finest discotheque. At the time, Regine was selling 
bras in Paris." 

He’s not so optimistic about the CBC, however.^^ 
"Have you ever tried to make an application there?" 
He described it as a closed Impregnable fortress In 
which only friends and relatives are given Job prior- 
ity. "I wouldn’t want to work there anyway. They 
only want you after you’ve made It. 

"That’s the great thing about making It— you don’t 
have to look for work. Everybody wants to steal you 
away from the next. The Gazette, CJAD, and Pulse 
all approached me. 

“Anyways, the CBC does stupid things, 
pretentious things." He put it so well In one of his 
columns concerning thecrown corporation’s new 
fall slogan : " ’We are the CBC.’ Why admit It?" 

His coverage of this year’s Academy Awards 
convinced him that the glitter and glamour of 
tinsel-town still exists. “I don’t care what anybody 
says. Anybody with brains g'oes to the States. We 
just don’t know what to do with our talent here." 

Physically, he’s the stiletto and pad-wielding 
caricature of a gossip writer collecting Juicy tidbits 
with an extended ear at a socialite cocktail party. In 
reality, he’s a garrulous man who loves to blow his 
own horn and is proud of his success. In the true 
Hollywood tradition, he was once told as an aspiring 
young reporter by a professorat Carleton that he’d 
"never get anywhere writing entertainment." 

“I never did get along with my professors." 

But Schnurmacher is easily critical of his 
confreres. He disagrees with the way many talk 
show hosts operate, especially Mike Douglas and 
Merv Griffin who evokes a "phony friendliness. Only 
Phil Donahue has any respect for the people he talks 
to." 

Of course, though, Schnurmacher Is often 
exposed to criticism of himself, but he never takes it 
quite to heart. 

“Sure, I’m criticized, but I guess I’m like everyone. 
I like positive criticism more than negative."

Combine 
remaining sugar, oats, flour, 
salt, cinnamon. With fork, 
work in margarine until 
crumbly. Sprinkle mixture over 
apples and bake 25-30 mins, or 
until top Is golden and apples 
are tender. Serves 4— and 
don’t forget the cream or ice- 
cream on top.

academic phlegm which 
chokes any others possible in 
the book. The young writer gets 
to the old writer’s house and 
takes himself In hand as soon 
as he Is alone. "Virtuous 
reader,” the narrator ' 
says, "If you think that after 
Intercourse alt animals are sad, 
try masturbating on the daybed 
in E.l. Lonoff’s study and see 
how ycu feel when it’s over." 

That’s Roth in full voice. Voice, Justice .. COIlfd 
Lonoff the older writer says, is 
"something that begins at 
around the back of the knees 
and reaches well above the 
head." It Is typical that 
reviewers would calfthe 
masturbation scene 
"gratuitous" while salivating 
like Pavlov’s dogs at the very 
mention of Roth’s name. To me 
-wisecracks like the one 
addressed to the "Virtuous 
reader" are central to Roth’s 
work and a proper 
understanding of it. 

When Roth turns Anne Frank 
into an object of his 
protagonist’s desire, he hopes 
at once to create a scandal and 
to use this plot twist as the 
vehicle for a polemic on the 
.nature of the relationship 
between art and 

' life— specifically In his life, the 
relationship between his novels 
and the betrayal of the Jews. 

Roth compares his struggle to 
Joyce’s struggle with the Irish 
and is generally at such pains 
to give his argument literary 
weight while maintaining his 
quiet Newark narrative that 
things get quite muddled
